Confidential Information. 


Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspon- 
dents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1915, 849 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 383,888 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names 
inscribed on the Special Register should apply in writing to the 
Director of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 


Attention is called to the following reply given by the President of 
the Board of Trade on the 17th February to a question in the House 
of Commons, viz. : 

“It is the present intention of the Board of Trade to hold a 
British Industries Fair in the early spring of each year.” 





BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1916. 


The second “ British Industries Fair,” organised by the Commer- 
vial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at the unanimous 
request of the exhibitors at the Fair held in May last year regarding 
which notices have appeared in recent issues of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal, was opened at the Victoria and Albert Museum, South 
Kensington, 8.W. on the 21st February. 

In order that the manufacture of munitions and other Government 
supplies should in no way be interfered with, it was decided to con- 
fine the Fair this year to manufacturers in the following trades :— 
Toys and Games; China and Earthenware; Glass and Glassware ; 
Fancy Goods ; and Printing and Stationery. In spite of this limitation 
there was a large demand for space from exhibitors. A catalogue 
has been prepared by the Board of Trade giving a list of exhibitors, 
together with plans showing the arrangement of stalls. 

On the opening day a visit was paid to the Fair by Her Majesty 
the Queen, who was conducted through the Exhibition by the 
President of the Board of Trade. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch has established a temporary 
office at the Fair, where information may be obtained by manufacturers 
and buyers of British goods on general trade matters, such as names 
of United Kingdom manufacturers of articles not exhibited, lists of 
importers of goods in foreign countries, rates of import duties and 
Customs’ regulations abroad, freights and shipping facilities, statistics 
of trade, commercial travellers’ regulations abroad, &. Memoranda 
summarising in handy form particulars of the rates of duties, 
Customs’ formalities, &c., in the principal foreign markets for the 
goods exhibited have been prepared by the Branch and can be 
obtained by firms interested at the temporary offices at the Fair. 


Fancy Goods Section. —The feature of the Fancy Goods Section this 
year appears to be the strength of the fancy leather goods exhibited. 
There is a marked improvement in the style and finish of the bags 
displayed and in the extent of the ranges shown. It will be 
remembered that last year the firms stated that they had consider- 
able difficulty in securing a sufficient number of the metal frames 
for the bags. It is satistactory to know that since last year’s Fair 
the ranges in bag frame patterns have been greatly extended, 
Cheap metal cigarette cases, in the styles that were formerly 
German, are being shown. There is an excellent display of all kindg 
of articles in this Section, and, making due allowance for the 
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enhanced price of raw materials, the dearth of labour, Xc., there 18 
every reason to believe that goods are being manufactured at com- 
petitive prices. 


Printing and Stationery SectionThe Printing and Stationery 
Section occupies two halis and part of athird. All classes of print- 
ing are being exhibited, including chromo-lithography, process and 
letterpress ; there are specially noteworthy exhibits of printing on 
metal, which are of great interest to manufacturers who have already 
commenced or are contemplating the manufacture of mechanical and 
non-mechanical metal toys. The exhibits of postcards and Christmas 
cards will again be very representative of the progress made by 
British manufacturers, and as regards celluloid Christmas cards, 
which, pricr to the war, were practically a German monopoly, 
samples are being shown of British production which surpass the 
German article from both the artistic and commercial point of view. 
All other branches of the stationery trade are well represented, 
including, e.g, lead pencils, account books, pens, oiled papers, labels 
and tickets, and letter files and other office appliances and sundries. 


Toy Section —JIn this Section there are a good number of new 
exhibitors, the majority of whom are small firms who have taken up 
the manufacture of toys since the outbreak of war. It is generally 
agreed that a vast improvement has been made in all classes of toys. 
This is particularly noticeable in dolls, soft toys, and mechanical toys 
of the cheaper types. As regards dolls, the greatest difficulty.in the 
past has been to obtain good china or composition heads. This 
difficulty has now been overcome, and some excellent heads are being 
produced. Possibly the most marked improvement is shown in the 
cheaper mechanical toys. This branch of the trade was almost a 
German monopoly, but to-day British firms are turning out large 
quantities of mechanical toys equal in quality to the German articles. 


It is interesting to note that many firms are employing very many 
more workpeople than at the time of last year’s Fair, and it is satis- 
factory to record that many xhibitors in the Section booked excellent 
orders on tha opening day. 


Pottery and Glass Section—In the Pottery and Glass Section a 
number of the exhibits are exceptionally interesting as they show a 
marked improvement on those exhibited last year in the particular 
lines which have been manufactured in this country since the war 
began. Dolls’ heads especially are shown in great variety, and there 
is no doubt they are far in advance of any previous attempts of the 
pottery manufacturers. Laboratory glassware is also another notable 
example of this improvement. 


the ordinary dinner, tea and toilet ware is shown in great varieties 
and in entirely new styles and designs. A number of samples of 
earthenware tea and dinner sets at very low prices are on show and 
there will be able to compete very favourably with the similar class 
of ware which has previously come from Germany. High-class 
decorative pottery is also shown in great variety and is attracting 
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general attention. ‘The same can also be said of the ordinary 
specimens of high and medium class decorative glass. 


Admission to the Fair, which will be open until 3rd March, is being 
restricted to bond fide buyers for home and oversea markets, and is 
by invitation of the Board of Trade. Any buyers who, through 
inadvertence, may not have received a card of invitation and ar 
desirous of visiting the Fair, are requested to apply at once for an 
invitation to the Director, British Industries Fair, Board of Trade, 32, 
Cheapside, London, E.C.

PROHIBITED EXPORTS. 


Amendments in and Additions to List. 
At the Council Chamber, Whitehall, the 23rd day of February, 1916. 


By the Lords of His Majesty’s Most Honourable 
Privy Council. 


Whereas it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs (Exportation 
Prohibition) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation or Order in Council 
made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 1879, 
as amended by the Act now in recital, may, whilst a state of war 
exists, be varied or added to by an Order made by the Lords of the 
Council on the recommendation of the Board of Trade: 

And whereas it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs (Exporta- 
tion Restriction) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation made under 
Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, may, whether the 
Proclamation was made before or after the passing of the Act now in 
recital, be varied or added to, whilst a state of war exists, by an 
Order made by the Lords of the Council on the recommendation of 
the Board of Trade : 

And whereas by a Proclamation, dated the 28th day of July, 1915, 
and made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 
1879, and Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, and 
Section 1 of the Customs (Exportation Prohibition) Act, 1914, the 
exportation from the United Kingdom of certain articles to certain 
or all destinations was prohibited : 

And whereas by subsequent Orders of Council the said Proclama- 
tion was amended and added to in certain particulars : 

And whereas there was this day read at the Board a recommenda- 
tion from the Board of 'T'rade to the following effect :— 

That the Proclamation, dated the 28th day of July, 1915, as 
amended and added to by subsequent Orders of Council, should be 
further amended by making the following amendments in and 
additions to the same :-— 

(1) That the heading ‘‘ Haematite pig iron” in the list of goods 
the exportation of which is prohibited to all destinations 
should be deleted, and there be substituted therefor the 
heading :— 

Pig iron of the following descriptions :— 

(a) Pig iron containing less than 0:1 per cent. of 
phosphorus, including haematite pig iron: 

(b) All other pig iron containing more than 0:1 per 
cent. of phosphorus, but less than 1-5 per cent. of 
silicon together with less than 0°09 per cent. of 
sulphur. 
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(2) That the exportation of the following goods should be pro- 
hibited to all destinations :— 
Cerium, oxide and salts of ; 
Cerium and its alloys (except ferro-cerium) ; 
Sugar, refined and candy ; 
Sugar, unrefined. 

(3) That the heading ‘‘ Draw plates, jewelled, for drawing steel 
wire, and diamonds prepared for use therein,” in the list of 
goods the exportation of which is prohibited to all destina- 
tions abroad other than British Possessions and Protectorates 
should be deleted, and there be substituted therefor the 
heading ‘“‘ Draw plates, jewelled, for drawing wire, and 
diamonds prepared for use therein.” 

(4) That the exportation of the fullowing goods should be pro- 
hibited to all destinations abroad other than British 
Possessions and Protectorates :— 

Ferro-cerium. 

(5) That the exportation of the following goods should be pro- 
hibited to all foreiga countries in Kurope and on the 
Mediterranean and Black Seas, other than France, Russia 
(except through Baltic ports), ltaly, Spain and Portugal :— 

Bleaching powder ; 

Fruit, fresh, dried, or preserved in any way, and nuts 
used as fruit; 

Oleaginous kernels, nuts, and seeds, such as are not 
already prohibited to be exported to any destination. 

Now, therefore, Their Lordships, having taken the said recom- 
mendation into consideration, are pleased to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, that the same be approved. 

W hereof the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Customs and Excise, 
the Director of the War Trade D-spartment, and all other persons 
whom it may concern, are to take notice and govern themselves 
accordingly.

Mr. Runciman, the President of the Board of Trade, addressed 
the following letter to the Chairman of the Commission on 16th 
February : — 

My dear Whittaker, 

As you are aware, the Proclamation which has been issued 
to-day prohibits the importation of paper-making materials, 
paper, cardboard, and manufactures of paper and cardboard. 
This prohibition is, however, subject to the grant of licences 
by or on behalf of the Board of Trade, and it is intended that 
this power of granting licences shall be exercised by the Com- 
mission of which you are Chairman. 

It has, of course, never been the intention of His Majesty’s 
Government to stop altogether the importation of the goods 
with which your Commission will deal, but only that the 
power to give or withhold licences should be made use of in 
such a way as to secure a substantial reduction in the amount 
hitherto imported. After careful consideration the Govern- 
ment have decided to fix the percentage reduction in importa- 
tion for the present at 334 per cent. 

The Commission should, I think, attach to the licences 
issued by them such conditions as they may think desirable 
with the object of securing as far as possible that consumers 
of paper shall receive two-thirds of their supplies in the 
standird year and that the price charged to them shall be a 
fair one. The period of time which is to be taken as the 
stindard year I am willing to leave to the discretion of the 
Commission. 

The reduction in importation is for the present 332 per 
cent., as stated above, but it is possible that experience may 
shew that a larger reduction may prove possible, and I shall 
be glad to learn in due course whether in the opinion of the 
Commission some further reduction cannot be secured with- 
out undue hardship to the interests affected.

TRADE CONDITIONS ABROAD. 





SOUTH AFRICA.—According to information received at the office 
of H.M. Trade Commissioner in South Africa from the Commissioner 
of Customs and Excise at Pretoria, the shortage of shipping accom- 
modation and the rise in freights has resulted in much attention 
being given to the production in South Africa of articles which are 
usually imported. Some difficulty is being experienced in starting 
new industries owing to the difficulty of finding the necessary capital, 
but those industries which are already established are doing well. 
Particularly is this the case with tanning, which profited much by 
the demand for leather during the South-West African campaign, 
and since then the price of leather has kept up owing to the large 
sales of Cape skins and hides to the United States. A new tannery 
is now in course of erection at Silverton, near Pretoria, the cost of 
which will be £20,000. All the raw materials used in this tannery 
will be of South African production or manufacture. (1. B. 6,134.) 
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Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for 
H.M. Trade Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions 
to visit the United Kingdom officially from time to time, so that 
manufacturers and merchants may have the opportunity of consulting 
them on any matters connected with their business, or of obtaining 
information as to the possibilities of extending their trade, it has 
been arranged for H.M. ‘Trade Commissioner for Australia (Mr. G. T. 
Milne) to pay an official visit to this country. 

Mr. Milne, whois expected to arrive about the middle of March, will 
be prepared to interview (by appointment) representatives of those firms 
who may be able to see him in London at the offices of the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. He will after- 
wards visit such trade and industrial centres in the United Kingdom 
as it may appear most advantageous to visit in view of applications 
that may be received from firms in or near those centres, and from 
Chambers of Commerce. 

In order that appointments may be satisfactorily arranged, firms who 
may desire to have an interview with Mr. Milne are requested to make 
their application as soon as possible. Such applications should be 
addressed to the Director, Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, H.C. The reference number 
(CIB. 4266/16) should be quoted. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner's visit is particularly opportune at the 
present time, when United Kingdom manufacturers are attempting 
te capture trade hitherto done by enemy firms in Australia, and it is 
anticipated that a very large number of firms will wish to take 
advantage of this opportunity to consult him. Among the matters 
in Australia in regard to which he is prepared to give information 
and advice are the appointment of agents, methods of marketing and 
distribution, terms of payment. names of probable buyers of British 
goods, statistics of imports, and rates of Customs duties. 

It may be stated that one of the principal duties of H.M. Trade 
Commissioners is to report to the Board of Trade promptly, and if 
possible in advance, any opportunities which may arise in the 
Dominions in tbe form of contracts open to tender, or in any other way 
for the development of British trade. ‘The Commissioners also report 
to the Board periodically on the nature and extent of foreign competi- 
tion and other matters of commercial interest, including changes in 
Customs duties and regulations, financial and trade conditions, changes 
in regard to means of transport, and legislation affecting trade and 
commerce; and they furnish periodically classified lists of importers 
and buyers in the Dominions. A good deal of the information so 
furnished is published by the Commercial Intelligence Branch in the 
‘ Board of ‘Trade Journal,” some is communicated to Chambers of 
Commerce likely to be specially interested and to those United King- 
dom firms whose names are inscribed in the Special Register of the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch (see notice on p. 531), and some— 
e.g., lists of names of traders at particular places, detailed Customs 
regulations affecting particular matters, and similar information—is 
filed at the Commerciai Intelligence Branch for the information of 
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firms and persons interested who may apply, either personally or by 
letter. 

The Trade Commissioners also reply to all enquiries which may be 
addressed to them by British manufacturers and merchants, but it 1s 
generally desirable that enquiries should be made first of the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, which is often in possession of the 
information sought, and is thus in a position to save enquirers much 
delay. (C.1.B. 4,266.) 





TRADE ENQUIRIES REGARDING MARKET'S ABROAD. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of ‘Trade 
invites applications from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of extending their trade in 
markets abroad. Such applications should specify the countries 
for which information is desired, and indicate— 

(a) The precise kind of goods about which the enquirer desires 
information, and 

(6) The particular points in regard to which he especially wante 
to be informed. 

Attention is directed to this matter because, if applicants would 
make their enquiries more precise, they would benefit by receiving 
more precise information. It would also be in their interest to state 
whether they have already succeeded in obtaining any trade in the 
countries in question, whether they are represented by agents there, 
and it so by whom, and whether they are satisfied with their repre- 
sentation. 

Applicants for information may apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the Dominions, 
the correspondents of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade in other parts of the Empire, and to H.M. Consular 
Officers in foreign countries, but it is generally desirable that they 
should apply, in the first instance, to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., because by the adoption 
of this course much delay may be avoided in those cases in which 
the Branch is already in possession of the required information.

NEW MERCHANDISE MARKS ORDINANCE IN NIGERIA. 


A Supplement to the official ‘‘ Nigeria Gazette” (Lagos) of 6th 
January, contains the text of the “ Merchandise Marks Ordinance, 
1915,” assented to by the Governor-General of Nigeria on 16th 
December last. The Ordinance deals with offences as to trade marks 
and trade deszriptions, forging of trade marks, the prohibition of 
importation of goods liable to forfeiture under the Ordinance, Xc.

By a letter received from the Russian Ministry of Trade and 
Industry, dated 23rd January/5th February, 1916, No. 105, the 
Imperial Russian Consulate-General in London has been instructed 
to bring to the notice of all whom it may concern, that the so-called 
‘Russian Chamber of Commerce,” 16, Regent Street, London, W., 
has not been authorised by the Russian Government, and does not in 
any way stand in connection with it. ‘The Russian Government 
declines every responsibility for the existence and doings of this 
entirely private concern.

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INDO-YARKAND TRADE. 
Commercial and Financial Conditions in Chinese Turkestan. 


H.M. Consul-General at Kashgar, Chinese Turkestan, (Lieut.- 
Col. P. M. Sykes), has furnished the following particulars 
regarding the Indo-Yarkand trade in 1914-15: — 

Trade with India.—'l he trade with India vid Leh is of consider- 
able value and amounted in the year 1914 to 24,37,363 rupees, as 
against 29,560,473 rupees in 1913. The exports to India were 
practically stationary in quantity, the decrease of some 2,00,000 
rupees in the value being due to the lower price of charas*, the 
mainstay of the export trade. As regards imports into Chinese 
Turkestan from India there was a considerable fall in the value 
of piece goods, but an increase under the heading of hides and 
skins. In this latter connection it may be noted that the uni- 
versal habit of wearing a strip of fur round the headpiece in 
High Asia creates a demand for skins, which is supplied by 
Assum. There is also an increased demand for dressed goat 
skins, 

Trade with Russia.- By treaty, Russo-Chinese trade is free vid 
Irkishtan or Narin. ‘The volume of trade amounts to about 
4,000,000 roubles. According to statistics furnished by the 
Russian Consul-General, the value of articles imported from 
Russia into Chinese Turkestan in 1914 on which bounties are 
paid by the Russian Government was 2,613,934 roubles, as 
eumpared with 2,766,420 roubles in 1913, the goods being as 
follows :—Coiton tissues, 2,336,985 roubles: matches, 11,600 
roubles; petroleum, 15,714 roubles; sugar, 242,023 roubles; 
and tubacco products, 7,612 roubles. It is of considerable 
interest to note that the tea which is sold as China tea coming vid 
Russia is almost entirely Ceylon tea, carried to Russia by the 
Volunteer Fleet and there mixed and blended. 

The chief articles of export to Russia are raw materials, such 
as cotton, sheepskins, silk and wool, but there is also a consider- 
able trade in local white cloth and carpets. The exports of raw 
cotton in 1914 amounted in value to 439,740 roubles; white coarse 
cotton cloth, 355,301 roubles; coloured coarse cotton cloth, 61,533 
roubles; woollen carpets, 117,149 roubles; apricot kernels, 175,990 
roubles; sheeps’ skins and furs, 422,470 roubles; leather, 118,466 
roubles; raw silk, 223,370 roubles; and raw wool, 480,571 roubles. 


Trade with Afghanistan.__The trade is mainly with the Province 
of Badakhshan. ‘The imports’ from Atghanistan are almonds. 
pistachio nuts, gall nuts, and horses. The Badakhshani traders 
carry back Russian piece goods, carpets and local white cloth. 
The route, which runs across the Wakhijir Pass, is only used in 
summer. 

General Trade Conditions and Business Methods.—The war has 
dislocated trade in the Kashgar district to no small extent. The 
traders used to remit money to India through the Russian Post 


* A drng (‘annahis indica) prepared from hemp which is planted round the fields 
of maize in the four districts of Kashgar, Yangi Hissar, Yarkand and Kargalik. 
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Office and the Kashgar branch of the Russo-Asiatic Bank, but 
this channel is no longer available. ‘The traders are therefore 
obliged to some extent to remit their earnings in charas, raw 
silk and other local products, whereas formerly their purchase 
of these articles was decided entirely by the state of the 
market. ‘The depreciation of the local currency (see below) also 
constitutes a very serious hindrance and loss to the Indian 
trader, who cannot recover his money and is forced to restrict 
operations. ‘The general result has been an increase in prices, 
all goods being dearer and scarcer. 

The chief articles of import are British muslins and British and 
Dutch longeloths. British red cotton prints, including handker- 
chiefs, are in demand and are largely used as head coverings, shirts 
and waistbands. Indian piece goods for waistbands are also 
imported. Spices from Southern India are in great and increasing 
demand, and even reach the western provinces of China. Surat 
brocades are still imported for covering caps and for women’s 
cloaks. Velvet and black and red broadcloth of German origin 
have been in increasing demand. Japanese cotton and silk 
prints, as also towels, are being imported through India in small 
quantities. Chinese silk, too, in small quantities reaches Yark- 
and by the same route. 

Goods are sold to merchants on the terms of 4 to 6 months’ 
credit, the money being paid in one, two or three instalments. 
Charas is bought in the bazaar for cash. In the case of silk, 
money is advanced for the purchase of the cocoons. 


Currency._—The local currency is complicated and a _ serious 
hindrance to trade. Theoretically, the silver tael, valued at 
about 2s. 8d., or two rupees, is the currency, but for all practi- 
cal purposes provincial tael notes are used. ‘These are of two 
categories (a) notes to the value of perhaps 6,000,000 taels (equiva- 
lent to five years’ revenue), issued under the authority of the 
Central Government of China, and (6) notes issued by the local 
authorities during the revolution. This latter issue is prac- 
tically unlimited. The Government issue is current throughout 
the Province, whereas the other issue is only current in the 
north and is subject to a discount of perhaps one-fifth of its 


value. These paper notes are not current in Kashmir or 
Russian Turkestan, nor can they be exchanged at a Govern- 
ment Treasury for silver or copper. Actually the bazaar 


currency consists of copper coins termed darchin, 400 of which 
equal 1 tael, or sar; 50 taels of silver are known asa yamboo. To 
add to the confusion, local produce is sold and accounts are Fept 
in tangas, which do not exist. One tanga is equivalent to 26 
darchins and 16 tangas make 1 tael. 

Roubles are also current under the name of sum, merchants 
trading with Russia generally demanding to be paid in this cur- 
rency. On Ist May, 1915, a rouble was worth 11} tangas, as 
against 13} tangas a year previous. The rupee, however, has 
maintained its average value at 8 tangas. 
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Communications.—In no part of Asia are communications more 
difficult. The route to India, perhaps the highest and most diffi- 
cult trade route in the world, runs across range after range of 
stupendous mountains culminating in the Kara Koram, which is 
crossed by a pass at the great height of 18,550 ft. This route is 
only open for, at most, six months in the year. An attempt is 
being made to find an improved route. The recent diversion 
through the Shyok Valley is not viewed favourably for the 
alleged reasons that it is longer, is above the altitude at which 
grazing and water are obtainable, and is narrow for passing. 
A second route used by Bajauris and other hillmen runs from 
Peshawar through Dir, Chitral, Bozai Gumbaz (Afghan 
Wakhan) and Sarikol to Yarkand. An average trade of 150 loads 
per annum passes along this route, which is less difficult and 
shorter than the Leh route. 

The above-mentioned routes compare most unfavourably with 
the communications with the Russian Empire. At present the 
main route runs across the Terek Davan, a pass 11,000 ft. high, to 
Osh and Andijan. This route, which reaches the railway in 
fourteen stages, is only closed for trade during January, and in 
some years is open throughout the year except for a day or two 
after storms. A new railway extension from Kokand and 
Namangan has been opened to Jalalabad and was expected to 
reach Uzkend by the end of 1915, the net result being to bring 
the railway some 30 miles nearer Kashgar. The Russian rail- 
way, which is approaching Vyerni, the capital of Semirechia, 
from Arys on the Tashkent-Orenburg line, is due to reach Vyerni 
during 1916; it will then probably be prolonged eastwards.

BRITISH TRADE WITH ITALY. 
Possibilities of the Rome Market. 


H.M. Consul at Rome (Mr. C. C. Morgan) reports, under date 
17th January, that the goods being sold in his Consular district 
originating from enemy countries largely represent stocks in the 
hands of local traders before the outbreak of war, and the bulk of such 
stocks must be considerably reduced by this time. 

Since the outbreak of hostilities there has been no direct importa- 
tion into Italy of goods from Austria-Hungary. Apart from the 
difficulties in the way of local traders obtaining supplies from 
Germany a strong feeling seems to prevail, both in commercial 
circles and among the public generally, hostile to any relations 
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with the Central Empires. On this point the people at Rome 
feel very strongly, and traders have expressed their desire to place 
orders with British firms; it is invariably pointed out, however, that 
traders have been hindered from doing so in the past owing mainly 
to four adverse factors which have been repeatedly brought under 
public notice in the United Kingdom, and which may be summarised 
as follows :— 


1. Higher cost of British goods.—Italian traders find that the cost 
of British goods is higher than that of the goods offered by Germany. 
It is admitted that British goods are superior in quality and finish, 
but the better class of goods is not in great demand in the Italian 
market. 


2. Price-lists in English—British price-lists are generally drawn 
up in English and quotations marked in British currency, and 
British weights and measures used. Such price-lists are incompre- 
hensible to the average Italian importer. 


3. Terms of Credit.—The terms of credit granted to importers by 
German traders were more liberal than those given by British traders, 
three to six months’ bills being usually accepted by the Germans. 


4. The absence of British commercial travellers.—Given the Italian 
trading methods, it is easier to secure an order from an Italian firm 
by a personal call than by the transmission of catalogues, price- 
lists, d&c. 

The want of several classes of goods which formerly came from 
Germany is being keenly felt owing to the stocks having run short. 
The deficiency is partly met by Italian-made goods and by such 
supplies as can be obtained from the United States and elsewhere. 
Italian importers both before and after the outbreak of war have 
turned to the United States for certain goods, such as metal wares, 
boots and shoes, leather &c. Distance, high freights, and exchange 
are, however, adverse factors. There are certain products and goods 
in respect of which it will be difficult for the United States to 
compete with the United Kingdom, viz.—coal, cotton and woollen 
materials, and silver plate; but in others, such as machinery, 
motor cars, typewriters, utensils and tools, competition from the 
United States is to be looked for in the future. 

The following table, based on statistics furnished to H.M. Consul 
by the local Customs authorities, shows the value of the recorded 
imports from the United Kingdom, Germany and France into 
Rome of certain articles during 1913 and 1914, respecting which 
there exists international competition. It should be noted, however, 
that these figures do not by any means represent the full value of the 
goods imported from the countries specified, as importers in the Rome 
Consular district are in the habit of getting such goods from Milan or 
Turin, where German and Austrian firms have largely centralised 
their Italian agencies. Once the goods are cleared in those towns 
they become nationalised and, when forwarded to Rome, the source of 
their foreign origin is unrecorded.

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CUSTOMS DECLARATIONS OF GOODS IMPORTED 
INTO FRANCE. 


H.M. Consul-General in Paris reports that several cases of difficul- 
ties with the French Customs authorities, owing to the inaccurate 
declaration of British goods imported into France, have recently been 
brought to his notice, with a request from the various British firms 
concerned that an appeal against the fine imposed by the French 
authorities should be made through the intermediary of the 
Consulate-General. 

The Consul-General states that, in such cases, inaccuracies in the 
declarations are commonly ascribed to inadvertence or a “ slip of the 
pen”; but notwithstanding the lengthy correspondence which such 
appeals often entail, it may be taken as a general rule that no satis- 
faction is to be obtained on this ground from the Customs authorities. 
It. is desired, therefore, to call the attention of British firms to the 
necessity of furnishing full and accurate information to the person 
charged with the declaration of the goods to the French Customs, in 
order that the consignments may be correctly declared and trouble 
with the Customs authorities avoided. 

[| Note.—The following particulars, which are taken from the official 
 Qhservations P:éliminatres,” may be of interest in this connection :— 

The declarations which are required to be made in respect of 
imported goods must be presented, in duplicate, on printed forms 
which contorm to the model approved by the Minister of Finance. 

Declarations must contain all particulars necessary for the applica- 
tion of the Tariff; they must consequently indicate the nature. kind 
and quality of the goods (la nature, Vexpece et la qualité des 
murchaudises), the place whence they are imported, and their 
destination. In addition, the weight must be shown as regards goods 
dutiable by weight*; the measurement or the number as regards 
goods dutiable according to measurement or number; and the value 
as regards goods dutiable according to value. The marks and 
numbers of the bales, cases, casks, &c., are to be shown in the margin 
of the declarations. If the origin of the goods or any other special 
circumstance entitles them to favourable Tariff treatment, the tact 
must be stated in the declaration. 

Guods must be declared tn accordunce with the specifications employed 
in the Varff. (Les marchandises doivent étre enoncées sous les 
dénominations admises par le tarif.) When goods of similar kinds are 
provided for in the ‘l'ariff under one inclusive denomination (such as 
“other” or “not specia!ly mentioned ”), the declaration must indicate, 
independently of the relevant Tariff heading, the commercial name 
of the imported goods. In the case of goods not provided for in the 
Tarifff the name by which the article is known must also always be 
declared. ] (C. 5,817.)

(3) Living insects, as well as their egys, larvae, chrysalis, and 
grubs ; 

(4) Bacterial cultures and fungi injurious to plants. 

The following articles can only be imported by permission of the 
Minister of me, and in conformity with conditions therein 
specified, viz. : 

(1) Date sore banana trees, sugar-canes, or any other living 
plant which may be prohibited by Decree ot the Minister 
of Agriculture ; 

(2) Silk-worms ; 

(3) Bees. 

It is also provided that potatoes on arriving at the Customs shall 
be examined by officers appointed by the Minister of Agriculture, and 
if found by them to be affected with “ Black Scab,” such potatoes 
will be destroyed without compensation to the owners, or, if affected 
with other di-ease, they will be fumigated at the expense of the 
consignee. 

Fruits, vegetables and seeds coming from abroad and found to be 

aflected with any disease or injurious fungi which may be specified by 
Ministerial Decree, must be fumigated. 

The: provisions of this law are not to be applied to plants, insects, 
or other articles imported by the Minister of Agriculture for scientifi¢ 
purposes.

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office. of copy 
of a D-cree of the Swiss Federal Council, dated 
the 8th February, which provides that the 
importation Into Switzerland of raw an/ refined 
sugar is reserved exclusively to the Confederation. The ‘ Commis- 
sariat Central des Guerres” is charged with the purchase and 
importation of sugar, and is empowered to authorise the importation 
of sugar by Swiss tirms and individuals, if purchased before the 
8th February. In exceptional cases, the Military Department may 
authorise individuals, even after the 8th February, to purchase suyar 
abroad for importation into Switzerland. 

The Decree contains provisions respecting the sequestration by the 
State of all stocks of sugar in the country, with certains exceptions 
(sugar in the possession of private persons for use in their households, 
&c.); the relaxation of the sequestration in the case of sugar belonging 
to milk condensing factories, chocolate factories, &c,; and the fixing of 
maximum prices for sugar. Annexed to the Decree is a schedule of 
maximum prices fixed for sugar in the whulesale, semi-wholesale 
(demi-gros) and retail trade.

Consul at Nottingham, England, together with a copy of a communication 
addressed to the Consul by the Nottingham Commission Houses Association 
relative to the manner of invoicing goods shipped to buyers in th's country. 

The Secretary of the Nottingham Commission Houses Association states that 
the members are the actual sellers ; that they buy the goods in their own names, 
pay the manufacturers, and are alone responsible to the manufacturers for the 
goods they buy, and if by any chance they are not paid by their United States 
customers the loss is that of the shippers and not of the manufacturers, who in 
every case are paid by the shippers, and that the manufacturers do not know for 
whom the goods are -intended, other than that they are for customers in the 
United States, and that on the other hand the purchasers in the United States do 
not know and are not interested in the manufacturer from whom the goods are 
purchased by the shippers. 

From the statements of the Nottingham Commission Houses Association, the 
Department is of the opinion that the members of that Association are the actual 
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sellers of the goods and should declare as such, and when they do so declare it is 
not necessary that they state in the invoices the names of the manufacturers 
or dealers from whom the goods were purchased by them. 

It appears. however, that a fixed rate of profit for the shipper is agreed upon 
with the buyer, which in most cases is 5 per cent.,and is called commission. ‘This 
item should be described in the invoices as profit, and not as commission, as the 
term “commission” is usuaily understood by customs officers to mean & 
compensation paid by the purchaser to an agent for his services. As this item of 
5 per cent. is not compensation for services, but a fixed item of profit, it should 
be so described to avoid confusion.

No fault was 
to be found with the boiler and no blame attached to the owners of 
the boiler, their superintending engineer, or the chief and third 
engineers of the ship. The second and filth engineers were jointly 
responsible for the explosion and were ordered to pay £30 and £20 
respectively towards the costs of the investigation. (M, 26,735/15.) 








CANADA. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Calgary, Alberta (Mr. J. F, 

— Sweeting) reports that operations have recently 
bag lg room been commenced on some copper claims situated 
in Banff District. |. the Canadian Pacific Railway main line west 
of Banff and between Eldon Siding and Mount Castle. ‘l'hese claims 
are about 2,000 ft. above rail level, and, in time, an aerial railway 
will have to be constructed to bring the ore down to the track. At 
present, however, the ore is being hauled. 

Three companies are at present working these claims, two of which 
are shipping about five carloads of ore per week to Trail, B.C., for 
smelting, and it is claimed that the ore yields from ten to twelve 
per cent. of copper, with fair showings of zinc, silver and lead. 
Doubtless, if the mines continue to open up well, they will be worked 
on a much larger scale.

ITALY. 


H.M. Embassy at Rome reports that efforts are being made by the 
—— Italian Government to extend as far as possible 
Utilisation of | ‘tye . * 
the use of water power for the production of 
Hydro-Electric . ee i haat nagar” ' 
electrical energy in substitution for coal, for the 
Power owing to | oo. e orang 
supplies of which Italy is entirely dependent on 
Shortage of Coal. . wr eg ak a 
importation. Under present freight conditions, 
which have driven up the price of imported coal to an almost pro- 
hibitive level, the matter has become one of urgent importance. On 
16th January a Decree was issued authorising the Ministry of Finance 
to extend concessions for the diversion of public water courses by 
modifications of existing cuttings, syphons, plant, &c. without the 
formality of submitting the question to technical authorities for 
report, provided always the rights of third parties are respected. 

A further Decree published on 25th January defines as follows the 
conditions under which such extensions can be granted :— 

When an increased diversion of water is required to provide power 
for munitions factories, electric traction, or other public services, or 
in important industrial centres threatened by shortage of coal, which 
is likely to interfere with the utihsation of water for purposes of 
minor importance, the extension may still be granted, under obliga- 
tion, however, to furnish electrical power in substitution for the 
hydraulic power which may be interfered with by the extension, and 
also to provide the technical machinery necessary for such trans- 
formation of power. Rules are laid down to ensure that the more 
serious and important applications shall be given priority. 
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ITALY —continued.: 

Provision is made for linking up different plants in order to 
regulate variations of power obtained either during certain hours of 
the day or during different periods of the year. Procedure for 
obtaining extended concessions and authorisations is simplified. 
Expropriations are facilitated by granting to the local Prefect authority 
to declare them of public utility. Provision is also made in the 
Decree for the electrification of the State railways and the confirma- 
tion of old water rights. 

This Decree does not apply to new enterprises to which existing 
regulations are still applicable, but, in respect of these, modifications 
are under consideration by the Government.

Perth-Amboy in New Jersey, the following further 
particulars concerning the undertaking may be of interest :— 

According to a circular, dated 6th January, issued by the United 
States Department of Commerce at Washington, a copy of which has 
been forwarded by H.M. Embassy at that city, the new plant at 
Perth-Amboy for the smelting of tin ores and concentrates and the 
electrolytic refining of tin is practically completed, 

Although the United States uses large quantities of tin, only a 
very small quantity of the metal is mined there and practically no 
smelting has been done. About 90 per cent. of the tin imported 
originates in the Straits Settlements, where an export duty imposed 
on tin ores practically compels their reduction to metallic form, 
and a large proportion of this tin has been received indirectly by way 
of the United Kingdom, Germany and Belgium. A certain amount 
of tin imported from Europe into the United States has been of 
Bolivian origin. 

Bolivian tin ores, it is stated, contain impurities which, with the 
established methods of smelting, do not produce a tin suitable for 
plate, but it is proposed at the Perth-Amboy plant not only to smelt 
the impure ores from Bolivia and other countries, but also to refine 
the product by the electrolytic process. 

The Perth-Amboy company, in addition to building plant and pur- 
chasing Bolivian tin ores, is stated to be financing the miners by 
making liberal advances immediately on shipment of the ore. 
The purchase of great quantities of ore from Bolivia will, concludes 
the circular, establish credits in United States markets in her 
favour and lead to the establishment of commercial relations with 
that country which would otherwise have been difficult to effect. The 
ships that carry ore to the United States will carry back American 
products to South American markets. (O. 4,460.)

GUATEMALA. 


According to ‘Commerce Reports ” (Washington) of 25th January, 
the Government of Guatemala has taken measures 
to retain exclusive control of the oil deposits of 
the Republic. A _ recent Presidential Decree 
specifies that deposits of oil and hydrocarbons 
may be acquired or worked in no other way than by lease from the 
Government for terms of not more than 10 years, and such leases 
will be made only to native or naturalised Guatemalans. Special 
regulations are to be issued, giving in detail the terms on which oil 
lands may be leased.

PERU, 


The British Vice-Consul at Callao (Mr. G. Boulton) reports that there 

has been considerable activity towards the 
Mining Developments. development of mining throughout Peru. 

Work on the gold placer claims of the 
Peruvian Exploration Company on the Marafion River has forged 
ahead rapidly, and there is a working staffof nearly 300 men including 
experts in hydraulic operations, while new machinery has been 
obtained. 

At Cerro de Pasco investigations have been made and proposals put 
forward in regard to the possibility of working the ore-dumps by a 
cyanide process, the low grade silver ore tailings scattered over the 
pampas at Cerro de Pasco amounting to more than 15.000,000 tons, 
running 15 ozs. of silver to the ton. It is suggested that this ore 
might be treated at a total profit of over £6,00U,000, which would 
make Cerro de Pasco a silver producer of considerable magnitude as 
well as a copper producer. ‘T'bhe Morococha Mining Company, a 
subsidiary of the Cerro de Pasco Mining Company, although in a 
preliminary stage of development, is producing from 89,000 to 90.000 
tons of copper a year, which is shipped to La Fundicion for smelting. 
The Morococha region is one of the most actively worked mining 
zones in Peru. 

For some time past engineers have been engaged on a thorough 
examination of properties some 35 miles from Cerro de Pasco, and the 
results of their investigations have been so satisfactory that exploration 
work ona much larger scale has been determined upon and machinery 
is being erected. Operations, however, have been somewhat checked 
by the war, At a later date it is intended that a smelter shall also 
be erected and, from a'] indications, the out put from these mines should 
then rank with that of the biggest copper producers of this region. 

Practically the only tungsten properties so far discovered in Peru 
are now being developed in the Conchucos district of the Department 
of Ancachs and that of La Libertad, but owing to the lack of funds no 
great progress has been made. (ALR. 7.)

year in Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
Large sums have been expended in the Canadian West for binder 
twine, it is stated, and if hemp can be properly grown in Canada 
it will mean a large saving to Canadian industry. Experiments were 
made last season in growing a high grade hemp, the seed of which 
was imported from Kentucky, but, owing to the fact that most of the 
seed was damaged by storms, the experiments were not satisfactory 
tests. The experiments in hemp growing in the coming season will 
be made in the three western prairie provinces for the purpose of 
ascertaining which provincial climare is best adapted for the cultiva- 
tion of hemp, what qualities can be produced, and which are the 
most suitable varieties to cultivate.

Woollen Goods in the North of France has been the means o 
bringing an unlooked-for degree of prosperity to 
at Lyons. =the Lyons district, which is now busily engaged i 
» Lyons district, which is now busily engaged in 
manufacturing woollen goods on looms set free by the falling-off in 
the demand for muslins and other light fabrics of silk. It is esti- 
mated that no less than 8 000 to 10,0U0 of these looms are at present 
turning out light woollen dress fabrics, of which at least 6,V00 are 
working on account of the manufacturers at Roubaix and elsewhere, 
while the remainder are working under the immediate orders of Lyons 
silk manufacturers acting as intermediaries for manufacturers in the 
north. These goods are not treated in Lyons, but are sent in the 
grey or gum state to Paris, where they are dyed and finished at a 
large establishment well known for this work before the war. 

It is confidently anticipated that this industry, having thus found 
itself transplanted to Lyons by the fortune of war, will become 
established there on a permanent footing, and will add considerably 
to the industrial importance of the district. (C. 5,882.)

the corresponding time last year. The total yield is estimated at 
480,000 tons (excluding Hyderabad, for which no estimate of outturn 
had been received), or 7 per cent. below the revised estimate for this 
time last year. 

The seasonal conditions have been favourable in Madras, the Central 
Provinces and Berar, Bihar and Orissa, Hyderabad, and in the 
important sesamum-growing districts of the United Provinces. In 
other Provinces the season has not been favourable, the crop having 
suffered through deficient rainfall in the Punjab, Sind, Ajmer- 
Merwara, and in the greater part of the Bombay Presidency, through 
excessive rain in Bengal, in parts of the Bombay Deccan and of the 
United Provinces.
